The highway sign hits you right 


betw een the eyes as you turn 
into Doylestown’s Pine St., the 
.site of the Bucks County Prison. 
The yellow and black sign reads, 
“ Dead E nd.” 


F or m any of the women who 
enter the prison’s gates, it m ust 
seem to be a dead end. A ctually, 
it is often the beginning of a new 
road. Dead ends a re n 't necessar­ 
ily one-way streets. 


According to Mrs. John D. Case, 
wife of the prison w arden, and 
one of the full-tim e m atrons, m ost 
of the wom en who are held in 
prison 
accept 
their 
lot 
quite 
calm ly. 


40 Since January 


M rs. Case and the other full­ 
tim e m atron, 
Mrs. 
M arguerite 
Brano, Doylestown, have shared 
their duties a t the prison since 
early Jan u ary . During th a t tim e 
m ore than 40 women have passed 
through the prison—som e just for 
overnight, som e for a few days 
or weeks, and several for four 


or five m onths. T heir reasons for 


being there 
have 
ranged 
from 


disorderly conduct to m urder. 


Some of the wom en have been 


held th ere aw aiting bail or trial 
or tran sfer to another type of in­ 
stitution, 
and 
som e, 
of course, 
have been serving sentences for 
crim es for which they have been 
convicted. Only women convicted 
for petty crim es and given short 
sentences serve tim e in Bucks 
County Prison. Those given sen­ 
tences longer than two y ears for 
m ore serious offenses are sent 
to a state institution. 


Ordinary People 


Mrs. C ase and M rs. B rano ag ree 
th at m ost of th e prisoners, with 
a few exceptions, a re just ordi­ 
nary people. “ Cf course,” adds 
M rs. Case, "each one of these 
women has an overw helm ing prob­ 
lem or she wouldn’t be here in 
the fk st place.” 


Mrs. Case serves as the night 
m atron, Mrs. Brano as the day 
m atron, and there a re four p a rt­ 
tim e m atrons who a re on call in 
case their services are required. 


Of these wom en, Mrs. Brano, 
who h as spent m ost of h er life 


dealing directly with the public, 


is 
in 
closest 
contact 
w ith the 


wom en behind bars. M rs. B rano 


is the prisoners’ guard, friend, 


and counselor. 
On Call All Night 


M rs. C ase and her husband and 


six children have th eir residence 


right 
in 
the prison. 
The 
w ar­ 
den’s wife spends som e tim e w ith 
the prisoners during the dinner 
hour and in the evenings and is 
on call all night in case she is 
needed. 


“ You have to be pals with the 
w om en,” say s M rs. B rano, who 
is with the prisoners all d a y 
long, "an d to a certain extent, 
you m ust forget th at they a re 
p riso n ers.” 


A widow 
w ith 
tw o 
m arried 
d aughters and five grandchildren, 
Mrs. B rano and h er late husband 
for som e y ears operated a taxi 
service in 
Doylestown, 
then 
a 
grocery store, and later, a re st­ 
au ran t. She feels th a t h er exper­ 
ience in working w ith h er form ­ 
e r em ployes is h er m ost valuable 
preparation for h er present po­ 
sition. 


Along with the ability to p er­ 


form the routine duties of the 
m atron, th ere is a distinct need 
for a delicate line of understand­ 
ing. 
The 
m atron has to know 
how to handle the women, how 
and when to give advice, and she 
h as to sense the tim es when ad ­ 
vice is not needed or not w anted— 
when the women sim ply w ant to 
be left alone. 


“ I don’t ask questions,” says 
M rs. Brano. "If the girls w ant to 
talk, I listen. If they feel th at 
they need advice and I can m ake 
any suggestions to help them , I 
do.” It’s a philosophy th at seem s 
to w ork since M rs. B rano says 
th at she has often received glow­ 
ing letters of appreciation from 
form er inm ates. 


Needs Vary 
Mrs. Brano says th at the pris­ 
oners she has worked with have 
fallen into just about every con­ 
ceivable category and the needs 
of each individual have varied. 
Only about one-fourth of the wom­ 
en 
have 
been 
single. 
This 
in­ 
cludes young girls being held for 
tran sfer to a juvenile hom e. There 
w ere only 
three of these this 
year. The others w ere m arried 
or had been m arried at one tim e

Throne Says 


SHEPPTON, Pa. (U PI) - “ H ear 
anything from Louie?” 
State m ining inspector Ed Ditz- 
ler dropped the question 308 feet 
down to the cham ber of trapped 
m iners David Fellin and Henry 
Throne. 
The reply from Throne: “ No.” 
Ditzler felt he had to ask the 
question Sunday, despite the un­ 
mentioned code keeping the nam e 
of Louis Bova out of the loud­ 
speaker conversations with Fellin 
and Throne. 
The two m iners in contact with 
the surface reported last Tuesday 
they heard Bova tapping against 
the rock that separated them . But 
that w as the last indication th at 
Bova w as alive. Since then, re s­ 
cuers 
have 
avoided 
questions 
about him which might lower the 
m orale of Fellin and Throne. 
Bova, however, is not forgotten 
by the digging crew s. Ju st 12 feet 
from the shaft 
leading to 
the 
others, they a re working a three- 
inch diam ond bit down through 
the stone and coal — hoping they 
will be on targ et and that Bova 
m ay be found alive. 
The diggers have kept up their 
efforts despite a series of painful 
delays. The latest trouble cam e 
Sunday, 
when 
the 
drill 
struck 
m ud at the 114-foot level. It took 
nearly four hours to bring up the 
stuck bits. 
It will take several days to fin­ 
ish the hole, according to the dig­ 
gers, if all goes well. The un­ 
spoken question is w hether Bova 
can w ait that long, if he is still 
alive.

Fellin, whose voice could be 
h eard over a broadcasting speak­ 
e r n ear the head of the m ine in 
which the three w ere entom bed, 
also said he had no idea w here 
Bova w as located. 


D rilling for Bova stopped a lit­ 
tle before 6 a m . a t a depth of 
about 140 feet when w ater w as 
encountered. The drill, driven by 
com pressed air, will not operate 
in w ater. 


Tne conference w as called to 
decide w hether to drill through the 
heavy plug or first test the to r­ 
pedo - shaped escape capsule in 
which Fellin and Throne m ay a s­ 
cend by raising and lowering it 
in the enlarged portions of the 
hole. 


lf they bore through the plug 
first, and then discover that the 
capsule will not fit through the 
174-inch shaft, it would be dif­ 
ficult to re-plug the larger hole 
prior to further ream ing opera­ 
tions. 


D uring 
the 
m orning, 
drilling 
w as halted periodically for about 
an hour to allow new sections to 
be added to the so-called “stem ,” 
a pipe used to draw pulverized 
rock from the hole to

The first 38 feet of the rescue 
shaft w as widened to 30 inches 
Sunday.

Pa. Justice Dept. Says 
U.S. Bible Ruling 
Left No Legal Out 


HARRISBURG (U PI) - T h e 
Pennsylvania Ju stice D epartm ent 
today declared the U.S. Surem e 
Court left no legal out in its de­ 
cision banning Bible reading and 
recitation of the L ord’s P ray er as 
opening 
exercises 
in 
public 
schools. 
An opinion by Atty. Gen. W alter 
E. 
A lessandroni 
w arned 
school 
districts they have no alternative, 
but to abide by the high court 
ruling. He said the practices w ere 
unconstitutional even on a volun­ 
tary basis. 
The opinion also stated: 
P riv ate citizens could bring le­ 
gal action against schools which 
continue to require the devotional 
practices. 
—The Ju stice D epartm ent does 
not presently contem plate institut­ 
ing legal action against school dis­ 
tricts refusing to com ply with the 
ruling. 
—The state cannot withhold sub­ 
sidies from those districts which 
refuse to abide by the ruling. 
However, the opinion sanctioned 
these practices in public schools: 
The pledge of allegiance, a period 
of silent m editation, readings from 
literature, m essages and speeches 
of g reat A m ericans, inspirational 
m usic, poetry, art, an objective 
study of religion and a literary 
and 
com parative 
study 
of 
the 
Bible. 
The attorney general said the 
decision rendered void the state 
law which required Bible readings 
in com m onw ealth schools as an 
opening exercise. 


In his conclusion to the ten-page 
brief, Alessandroni stated: 
“ Group Bible reading and pray­ 
er, as the p ractices have hereto­ 
fore existed as devotional exercis­ 
es or ritual in the public schools 
of the com m onw ealth, m ay no 
longer be conducted, w hether or 
not they are required or perm itted 
by school boards, adm inistrators 
or teachers, and w hether or not 
the pupils engage in the practices 
voluntarily, or even with the ex­ 
press, w ritten consent of their p a r­ 
ents. 
“ It should be clea r that nothing 
in the decision of the suprem e 
court or in this opinion im poses 
ironclad lim itations upon the m en­ 
tion of God, references to the Bi­ 
ble or teaching about religion in 
the 
public 
schools, 
nor 
is 
th 
any restrain t upon unorganized, 
private, personal p ray er or Bible 
reading by pupils during free m o­ 
m ents of the day which is not a 
p a rt of the school program and 
does not interfere with the school 
schedule.” 
State Public 
Instruction Supt. 
C harles H. Boehm w as an early 
proponent of a period of “ silent 
m editation” for opening exercises. 
Boehm who requested the opin­ 
ion noted th at th ere will be two 
new program s introduced in the 
schools this Septem ber which will 
tre a t religion in an objective m an­ 
ner. 
“ Our curriculum recognizes re ­ 
ligion as indigenous to the hum an 
cultures 
throughout 
known 
his­ 
to ry ,” Boehm said.

The strike ended when the com ­ 
pany agreed to pay each of the 
m en $100, Calovini said. 
“ D avey’s a rugged guy,” Calo­ 
vini said. “ It would take a lot 
m ore than this to stop h im .”
